SCHOOL REPORT 


The first and most important duty of the School Board 
at the beginning of the year was the consideration of the 
matter of supervisory district. It was voted at the last 
school meeting that the district discontinue the superin- 
tendent of schools and the supervisory district. As there 
appeared to be some doubt, in the absence of an article in 
the warrant, as to whether the action was legal, the opin- 
ion of Attorney General Eastman was obtained, and is as 
follows: ‘‘ Generally, action at a meeting which is not 
called to the attention of the voters by an article in the 
warrant, is void unless it relates to something specifically 
required by law to be done.’’ Consequently there seemed 
to be no alternative but to continue to act in accordance 
with instructions given at the school meeting of March 
18, 1902. 

Our contract with Mr. Hulse expired August 1, at 
which time he resigned. Epping having withdrawn from 
the supervisory district to join a district nearer home, ef- 
forts were made to secure another nearby town to join 
with Salem and Hudson but without success. At a 
meeting of the school boards of those towns the supervis- 
ory district of Salem and Hudson was formed and Harry 
A. Brown was elected superintendent. An agreement 
was made whereby the town of Hudson receives two-fifths 
of his time and pays a like proportion of his salary. If 
no adverse action is taken by Salem and Hudson in re- 
gard to the supervisory district, it is expected that an- 
other town will make application this spring to join with 
us. 

When the sewer was laid through Sanders street it was 
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thought best to have the pipe laid to the schoolhouse, as 
the work could be done at that time with less expense. 

Your board recommends that the Webster building be 
provided with water closets without delay and thus do 
away with the unsanitary conditions that have always 
existed there. Estimates for that work will be presented 
at the school meeting. 

The same number of schools have been maintained as 
during the preceding year with the addition of one room 
at the Webster building. The extra room has relieved 
the crowded condition of the schools in that building and 
more satisfactory work has resulted.

To the School Board of Hudson: 


GENTLEMEN: In accordance with former custom I 
present this report on the condition and progress of the 
schools of Hudson during the time they have been under 
my supervision. 

The first few weeks of the fall term were required to get 
acquainted with each school and to learn the special needs 
of each. It is impossible to criticise justly and to suggest 
helpfully without understanding thoroughly both the 
teacher and the pupils. Therefore the first few. weeks 
were given to a careful study of the pupils, teachers and 
conditions surrounding both. 

One of the first matters which claimed my attention was 
the lack of system in phonic work or in some cases an en- 
tire absence of any work inthis line. It is my belief that 
phonic work should begin as soon as the child gets well 
started in the first grade and continue through the lower 
grades. Inthe best schools of the present day the pupils 
have systematic work in phonics every day. To apply a 
remedy to this condition Ward’s ‘‘Rational Method in 
Reading’’ was introduced. ‘This is a combination of the 
word and phonic method. It utilizes each for that part of 
the work to which it is especially adapted. - The word 
method is used entirely at first ,because, as is claimed, it 
has ‘‘a value in developing a habit of reading thought- 
fully.’’ And later in the course it aids in that it may be 
used where the phonic system fails. For, on account of 
the peculiar structure of the English language it is diffi- 
cult to teach certain words as phonic words but they may 
be taught as sight words.. The work in phonics is intro- 
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duced gradually step by step as the child proceeds until 
finally it is largely by it that he progresses. It is our aim 
in this method to make the child independent and self- 
reliant in his reading: He will be able to read a greater 
amount and thus as a result he will have a larger vocab- 
ulary and greater maturity of mind. Furthermore the 
child taught by this method will have greater ability to 
read if his school days should end early. It is of course 
too early as yet to look for results as the work has just be- 
gun. 

A few new histories have been added to those already 
in use and the course has been somewhat strengthened. 
In the first and second grades the child is made familiar 
with a few of the main facts of our history and his inter- 
est and enthusiasm aroused by stories and incidents of ad- 
venture about the lives of our great men told by the 
teacher. ‘The stories tend to produce a love for the flag 
and to instill patriotism into the little child’s mind. ‘Then 
in the latter part of the third grade and in the fourth he 
reads for himself interesting history stories, told in very 
simple language, about the great men and the great 
events in our history. At all times to keep the pupil’s 
interest at a high pitch and to lay the foundation of the 
future historical structure are our chief aims. ‘To leave 
the child with a strong desire for further study is striven 
for at all times. Proceeding to the fifth grade more unity 
is given to United States history. A simple, connected 
account of our history taking up only the leading events 
is read and discussed by the pupils and teacher. Itis not 
our purpose in these grades to require the memorizing of 
_ many facts but to learn a few with the greatest possible 
exactness. The pupil learns, under the careful guidance 
of the teacher, to think for himself, to choose the import- 
ant, to discard the unimportant, to exercise discriminative 
judgment. In the sixth grade the work is taken up in 
such a way as to fill out and supplement the work of the 
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preceding grade. It is entirely biographical. ‘The his- 
tory of each period centers around some character. Dur- 
ing the next two years the pupil takes up the formal study 
of United States history. It is our plan not to follow the 
order of any particular book but the subject is developed 
by the use of several. It is our object to teach the pupil 
how to find things from books for himself. We strive es- 
pecially to avoid memorizing the exact words of the book 
without understanding the thought expressed. One les- 
son a week in the ninth grade should be devoted to re- 
viewing and summarizing the work of previous years.: 
We have asystematic course in arithmetic from the first 
to the ninth grade. Emphasis is laid at all times upon 
the practical side of the subject. We believe that in the 
earlier years and especially in the first grade the pupil 
should not be pushed in number work. The best edu- 
cators of the present day agree that formal number work 
should be somewhat deferred and that a great deal of 
sense training should be given. We strive to follow the 
natural order of the development of the child mind and to 
produce an environment suited to calling forth its natural 
activities for ‘‘running counter to the true activities of the 
mind certainly distorts and may possibly destroy them.,’’ 
By deferring the formal number work and giving in its 
place work suited to calling forth its natural activities the 
child’s mind will be strengthened and his mental horizon 
so broadened that he will make greater progress in’the 
higher grades. Therefore in the first grade much sense 
training and exercise of the perceptive faculties is given. 
In the latter part of the year we incidentally give a knowl- 
edge of numbers to ten. , At the close of the second year 
the pupils are expected to have perfect command of the - 
combinations to twenty and on completing the third year 
of the multiplication and division tables. But we empha- 
size the fact that ‘‘The teacher should bear in mind that 
the method that neglects to recognize number as measure- 
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ment and considers it simply as a plurality of fixed units 
necessarily leads to meaningless and exhausting drill.’’ 
‘All the work in arithmetic is made to center around prob- 
lems such as are likely to come into the everyday experi- 
ences of the boy or girl. The spiral system is used and a 
large number of topics are introduced early in the course 
and developed together up through the grades using prob- 
lems all the time which grow more difficult as progress is 
made. We do not use a text book which is‘a complete 
‘‘encyclopedia’’ of the subject but our study is limited to 
those topics which the boy or girl is sure to need in every 
day life and these are taught thoroughly. All such sub- 
jects as Stocks and Bonds, Alligation, etc., are omitted. 
Elementary algebra is introduced in the ninth grade. 

The child first begins his study of geography by observ- 
ing objects in the school room and their location, learns 
the points of the compass, observes the natural physical 
phenomena out of doors in the school yard and about 
home. It is only by observing and studying carefully 
that which he sees in the world about him and then by 
using his imagination that he can know that which is be- 
yond the range of his own vision. We do,not commence 
the study by compelling the child ina blind sort of way 
to commit to memory the statements found on the first 
pages of most text books on geography about lines, cir- 
cles, orbits, etc., but we lead him to observe what he can 
see about him in his travels every day and to use this 
knowledge in understanding what he is unable to see. It 
is a waste of time to compel the pupil to commit to mem- 
ory all that 1s found in most geographies about foreign 
countries. But by observing the pupil can learn why a 
city is located where it is, why certain crops are raised 
where they are, why certain industries are carried on 
where they are. We believe that more stress should be 
laid on home geography. We Strive to keep in mind that 


good teaching should develop power rather than a mere 
memory of details. ° 
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The work in language teaches the child to express 
clearly, forcibly and correctly what he has to say. It 
centers around conversation, literature, art through pict- 
ures and nature study. ‘The essentials of technical gram- 
mar are taught in the higher grades. 

Penmanship and spelling receive their proper share of 
attention. 

The music has been under the charge of an able and 
competent teacher to whose report I refer you. In my 
opinion excellent work has been done by her and where 
the teachers have cooperated with her excellent results 
are in evidence. 

Some new books have been bought to satisfy one or two 
badly felt needs.. But now that these wants are satisfied 
there will be little need of much expenditure in this line 
for a year or two. 

Instruction has been given in physiology and hygiene 
with special reference to the effects of narcotics and stim- 
ulants upon the human system as required by the laws of 
New Hampshire. 

Now in closing this report I wish to express sincere 
thanks to the school committee for the confidence and 
support they have given me and to the teachers for their 
faithfulness in cooperating with me.

MUSIC TEAGHER’S REPORT. 


Zo Mr. Harry A. Brown, Superintendent of Schools : 


The influence of vocal music as a moral.force has been 
universally acknowledged. Because our early impres- 
sions are most lasting music learned in the school room 
does more toward the formation and moulding of charac- 
ter than we can estimate perhaps. Dr. Brooks has said, 
“A school song in the heart of a child will do as much 
for his character as a fact in his memory, or a principle in 
his mntellect.;: | 

When children learn truths expressed in the words ofa 
favorite song its influence goes with them at all times. 
Some writer has well expressed: ‘“‘Songs containing moral 
precepts, and lessons and songs of the affections generally, 
will surely develop like sentiments in the children who 
sing them. In no way can a code of morals be taught, or 
the sensibilities and emotions be so trained and developed 
into their better and higher uses as through the instru- 
’ If we believe this, music should be 
considered one of the most important subjects taught in 
our schools. 

The music work in the schools is not as completely or- 
ganized as is the other work, and the time given to it is 
insufficient to produce the best results. If this study is 
taught in the schools there should be at least fifteen min- 
utes devoted to it daily in each room in order to get satis- 
factory results. It is quite a problem for both music and 
daiky teacher to make lessons equally interesting and in- 
structive to all, when there are several grades in a room, 
but in spite of this I have found the pupils interested, at- 
tentive and willing to do their best. 


mentality of song. 
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The majority in both graded schools are deficient in 
sight-reading, some are unable to do even the simplest of 
written work acceptably and many fail to keep true and 
even time. Carelessness is undoubtedly the explanation 
of this latter fault in many cases, in others it is evidently 
due to lack of realization of note lengths, time value of 
rests, and so forth. We are,striving to correct these 
faults and with that end in view there has been much 
exercise work as well as song-singing in our schools dur- 
ing the last two terms, with a marked improvement in 
some classes during thewinter term. The district schools 
contain our best readers of music and the pupils are to be 
commended for the amount and thoroughness of their 
work. 

The little folks have been taught many beautiful child 
songs in connection with their blackboard work which 
they seem to enjoy, although they show a surprising inter- 
est in the part of music which is usually considered dry 
and uninteresting, preferring blackboard exercises and 
time drills to song singing when given their choice as to 
what they shall do during lessons. Of course the latter 
teaches them far more than merely the singing of a few 
rote songs ever would. 

I wish to thank the superintendent, school board, 
teachers, and the pupils throughout the town for their in- 
terest, help and courtesy.
